THREE-YEAR-OLDS THAT MAY CONTEND IN THE CANADIAN 
DERBY TOMORROW 



The Canadian Derby of this year has a list of forty-two eligibles. Some of them possess such 
formidable raring credentials as to be certain to scare opi>osition from the majority away. Still, there 
will probably be a sufficiently large field to assure one of the best races marking the history of the 
event. Three Derby winners of this year. Whist, Meridian and Governor Gray, are to Ik* accounted 
starters in advance. So far Sam Hildreth has only started last year’s champion two-year-old. 
Novelty, in short distance sprints, t ut it is probable that lie is now sufficiently ripe in condition 
to Ik* sent after this event. He lias shown all that could be asked for in the matter of sja-ed 

as a tliree-year-old and there is no reason to suspect that l.e will not stay a long route as well as 

any of those likely to tie sent to the post. Along with Naushon, he will have to carry the extreme 
penalty of the race, five |Hiumls, because of having more than once won races of the value of 
$5.4 mk). The Nigger has accumulated a penalty of three pounds through having won the Toronto 
Clip last month. No others are penalized and of the probable starters Zeus, Whist and Lahore have 
allowances under the conditions of the race. There is an outside division of such useful three-year- 
olds as Aldrian. Korina k. Martin W. Littleton. Captain Carmody. Star Charter, Mud Sill. White 
Wind, Starry Night and Colston that are eligibles, but most of them will not be sent to Fort Erie, 
having scant chance to overcome the opposition they would In* forced to meet in the Derby. 

Our Canadian neighbors are fortunate this year in that they are favored with the privilege of 
viewing the flower of American throe-year olds in contention lieeause of adverse racing conditions 
in the Cnited States. It is no slight privilege to those who delight in racing and all we can do 
on this side of the line is to view the matter with envy, while not liegnidging tiieir good lin k. So 
far as can be suggested in advance the probable starters seem to lie tlie following:

opportunity to husband resources for a final run. 
The big son of John o’Guunt went stretching away 
in splendid and uncompromising style, Corfu alone 
keeping anywhere near him. So well. Indeed, did 
Corfu run that in the Swinley Bottom Wootton, on 
the favorite, was able to let him come alongside, 
as company for Swynford. whom lie steadied for a 
few strides. This condition of affairs . did not long 
continue, for Swynford soon dashed out again with 
the lead like a giant refreshed, and came up the hill 
in all -conquering fashion. Vainly did The Story essay 
to get near him, and Mustapha’s late effort carried 
him no further than into third place. SwynfoVd 
fairly romped home, and Wootton’s judgment of pace 
was demonstrated by the time, viz., 2:30$. though 
he had made all of his own running. We may take 
it that the absurd custom of measuring a course 
around the middle of it instead of near the rails 
results in races beiug run over a shorter distance 
than the reputed one, but, all the same. Swynford’s 
gallop, with 130 pounds up, was a grand perfor- 
hunee. 

II . B. Duryea must be one of fortune’s favorites 
to own two such animals as Mediant, the winner of 
the Steward’s Cup, aud Sweeper II. inside three 
years, for he has raced very few horses in England. 
Joyner trained Mediant for him. but Mr. Duryea has 
since taken over personal charge of his horses in 
France, and was at Ascot to see his fine home-bred 
son of Broomstick win the Fifty-ninth Triennial 
Stakes. This youngster was quite the largest 
stripped for the contest and. though somewhat 
dished in his back, lias magnificent quarters and 
great length of rein. His forelegs showed traces 
of having been recently dressed for shin soreness, 
and in his canter to the post he went short: hut lie 
stretched out gallantly to get the best of Jaeger 
on tlie return journey. Had he not lieen game he 
would have been beaten, as lit* taxed liis jockey, 
Reid, to do him full justice. 

The Gran Pretnlo Ambrosiano was run for at Rome 
last Sunday and resulted in the victory of the Bes- 
mate Stud’s three-year old colt. Alclmedonte, which 
scored by two lengths from Guido lteni. The winner’s 
stable companion, the five-year-old Dedalo, was close 
up third of seven. The race was worth $20,04)0 
and it is interesting to note that Alclmedonte is by 
Chevalier Ginistrclli’s former horse, Signorina, out 
Alcina. 

In commemoration of his third French Derby. 
Baron de Rothschild has devoted the sum of $000 
for the poor of Chantilly, $300 to the benevolent 
fund of the Societe d’ Encouragement. $200 to the 
Jm-keys’ Hospital at Chantilly and $100 to the pen- 
sion fund of the employes of the pari-mutuel. 

Sweeper II. would have raced in France this sea- 
son had his owner observed certain formalities and 
rendered the two-year-old eligible to compete in 
French races. When the oversight was discovered 
h«* was heavily engaged in the principal English two- 
year-old events. 

The valuable Union Reimon (one mile and three- 
eighths. value $10,000) , run for at Berlin (Hoppe- 
garten). last Sunday, was wou by the Royal Gra- 
ditz Stud’s Mondstein. a chestnut three-year old 
son of Hannibal out of Mosul. Ridden by Warne, 
he won easily from his stable companion. Golf (Bul- 
lock), Theseus, Despot aud Sand. 

Baron Springer’s stable is in great form at pre- 
sent. Following up his victory with Dealer in the 
Austrian Derby he last Sunday won the Staatspreis 
($8,250, run over a mile and a halt) with the four- 
vear-old colt, Carabas, by Carbine, out of Dolly 
Watts, and the Bona Vista Rennen ($2,375, live- 
eighths), with the two-year-old. Ma Foi. by Slieve 
Gallion out of Ma Flainme. Both these were ridden 
by Carslake and trained by II. Reeves. 

Last year’s Irish Derby winner. Aviator, which 
conceded six ]>ounds ami gave a neck beating to 
Kilbroney iu that race, has, together with his stable 
companions. White Owl and Shackloton, left the 
Curragh to bo trained by Digby at Wbltsbury for 
future engagements. 

The useful Irish handicap horse, General Lee II., 
has been purchased at a long figure by James Nugent 
presumably on behalf of an English owner. 

The Racing Calendar states that the stewards of 
the Jockey l!lub have withdrawn the notice pub- 
lished September 17, 1903, warning Charles Booth 
off Newmarket Heath. 

Wlnklpop broke a blood-vessel when running in 
the Royal Hunt Cup. Up to that point she was 
showing up prominently. 

The Derby next year will lie run on Wednesday, 
June 5. In 1913 the race is fixed for Wednesday, 
June 4. 

Ascot results not included, there have still been 
considerable changes in the standing of the list of 
winning owners, including the advent of H. 1*. 
Whitney. .T. L. Dugdale, It. Wootton, Lord Howard 
De Walden, F. Gretton. Lord Wolverton and II. M. 
Hartigan as winners of $5,000 or more. This brought

LEAMENCE BEATS NIMBUS 

D. RILEY’S CONSISTENT RACER SCORES IN 
OVERNIGHT HANDICAP AT LATONIA. 

Jockey Glass Fined $200 and Suspended for Re« 
mainder of the Meeting for Foul Riding 
and an Attack on Fellow Jockey. 



Cincinnati, O., June 29. — There was considerable 
snap to the racing at Latonia this afternoon, the im- 
proved caliber of the starters stimulating specula- 
tion and prinlucing keener contests. Weather and 
track conditions were once more ideal and a big 
crowd witnessed the sport. The handicap at one 
mile, which featured the card, resulted in an inter- 
esting struggle and brought about the defeat of 
Nimbus by the consistent Leamenee In fast time. 
Nimbus was a top-heavy favorite and probably was 
best, but was none too well ridden and succumbed 
to the challenge of Leamenee in the final furlong. 
Iu a few more strides Mary Davis would have beaten 
Nimbus for second place. 

Jockey Glass will be seen in the saddle no more 
during the Latonia meetiug, having been fined $200 
and suspended for tlie rest of the meeting as an 
aftermath of rough riding in the second race while 
astride Tourist, lie interfered palpably with Mary 
Emily and practically put her out of the running 
by crowding her against the inner fence on the lower 
turn out of the backstretch. On his return to the 
jockeys’ quarters after his suspension, he attacked 
jockey A. Thomas, the complainant and rider of 
Mary Emily. Judge Price promptly assessed a fine 
of $200 against the belligerent rider and probably 
will recommend the revocation of his lleeuse as 
punishment for his recent rough uiul unsatisfactory 
riding. 

The Reach and Parkview were the only outstand- 
ing favorites to score during the afternoon, but all 
the winners received strong support. The Reach 
took the opener commandingly from B. Airy. John 
Marklein wou hack the purchase price of Tourist 
when that colt won the second race from Working 
Lad. The latter was lucky to take second money, 
as with a clear course Mary Emily would have 
beaten hjm. Parkview’s recent letup proved bene- 
ficial. for she won in impressive fashion. Though 
appearing a forlorn hope at the lialf-mile ground. 
Loftus iHTsevered with I>*amence and was rewarded 
hy victory over Nimbus in the handicap. Fireman, 
favorite in the fifth race, got away last and fin- 
ished third to Bell Horse and I^ackrose. The closing 
race furnished its disappointments in the poor show- 
ings of John Furlong and First Peep, which pair 
brought up in the rear. Short Order winning from 
the suddenly improved Vanen, with Claudia in third 
place. The time of the race, 2:59?, was four sec- 
onds faster than the former track record for the 
distance held hy Elyria since October 25. 1899. 

Registrar Rowe notified T. 0. McDowell today that 
the name Senator Gittius, claimed for his Yankee— 
Fancy wood colt, could nut be allowed aud Mr. Mc- 
Dowell chose Nonpareil. 

Dr. Leach has sufficiently recovered from his ill- 
ness to he able to resume Ids duties and will be at 
his |H»st on Saturday next.
